A. E. (Jack) Moore of 
Winnipeg was re-elected by ac- 
clamation as Dominion chairman, 
8 post he has held since formation 
of the Legion in 1925.

No Japs for Alberta 


The Hon. Ian Mackenzie, minister of 
pensions and health, declares that the 
Japanese should not be permitted to return 
to British Columbia, He promises that he 
will support no government or party that 
permits them to return. 

Mayor Andrew Davison of Calgary de- 
clares that Japanese shou]d not be per- 
mitted to settle in Alberta, that Alberta 
people do not want them. 

The opinion seems to be almost unani- 
mous that the Japanese should be kept out 
of the western provinces of Canada. Only 
an infinitesimal minority of zealous hu- 
manitarians advocate having them in the 
country. 

Is it not time that the view of the 
majority should be translated into action, 
that all his emphatic opinion should be 
made the basis of an official policy? There 
is not much use objecting to the Japanese 
unless there is some law to implement that 


objection.

Petain at the Microphone 


Marshal Petain stepped out of the kind- 
ly obscurity that has shejtered him for 
many months from the attention of the 
world, in order to beg the people of France 
to do nothing to help the Allied troops who 
are fighting to rescue them from the alien 
tyranny under which they have existed, 
and only existed, for the last four years. 
If his Nazi masters ordered him to do so 
they have imposed no greater humiliation 
on the aged soldier. If he went to the 
microphone of his own accord, only the 
pity due to senility can save him from the 
contempt of his countrymen. 

Petain should be leading Frenchmen in 
the fight to wipe out the disgrace of 1940 
and re-establish France among the great 
powers of the world. Instead he pleads with 
them to tamely submit to the yoke, accept 
for themselves and their children a position 
of inferiority, and betray by their acquies- 
cence the men from Britain, the United’ 
States and Canada who are offering their 
lives to make France again free. 

This offence is not only against the 
people of France. It is an act of treason 
also against every Allied country, and is 
particularly aimed at the Allied soldiers 
who are fighting France’s oppressors on 
French soil. If his counsel is heeded, and 
in proportion as it is heeded, Allied sol- 
diers will pay for Petrain’s. treachery with 
their lives. 

At least the Marshal might have held 
his silence—and for once defied Hitler to 
do his worst to a man for whom life can 
hold few more years and little in the way 
of honor or happiness. Four years ago 
Petain signed the death warrant of France, 
willingly or unwillingly. He could have done 
something to redeem that crime even by 
refusing to ask his countrymen to play 
the craven in this their hour of oppor- 
tunity. 


Vv. 
More to Come? 


No information has been given out as 
to the strength of the expeditionary forces 
landed on the coast of Normandy. From 
the number of ships engaged and the 
quickness with which a long beach-head 
was seized and expanded to a considerable 
depth it is evident that the invaders were 
sent over in sufficient numbers to deal with 
the opposition that was expected in that 
particular area, But whether or not this 
is intended to be developed into the major 
assault in the west is only guesswork. 
The choice lies with the Allied command. 

Mr. Churchill long ago predicted that 
there would be landings in more than one 
coastal sector, and it may be that this is 
the first of a series of such attacks, The 
enemy seems to suspect so, for the Paris 
and Berlin radios are nervously reporting 
ship movements along other stretches of 
the coast. These movements may be the 
promised “feints”, or they may indicate— 
as the broadcasters surmise—that other 
thrusts are coming. In either case the Nazis 
are evidently being kept on the alert from 
Spain to Denmark and are not likely to 
shift forces in masses from the Low Coun- 
tries to Normandy. 

There may be significance, too, in the 
fact that Goering’s luftwaffe did not offer 
battle in any serious way when the land- 
ings were made on Tuesday. It is estimated 
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that the be-medalled Marshal has about 
2300 first-line planes available for use on 
the western front. If so, he was apparently 
saving them for heavier or more sinister 
attacks elsewhere, The valley of the Seine 
leads to Paris, not to Berlin. But Berlin is 
the real objective, and the plans may be 
to get there by some more direct route. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
coastal defences were weaker in the Le 
Havre-Cherbourg sector than in others. 
Since they were breached there, the notion 
that these defences were impregnable has 
been shattered. Hitler will be less likely on 
that account to risk pulling reserves out 
of other threatened areas. 

Moscow observes that things are fairly 
quiet on the eastern front but mentions 
that the Nazis lost 7,000 men, 305 tanks 
and 313 planes in seven days around the 
Romanian city of Iasi. The Moscow an- 
nouncer seems to consider the day all but 
lost when the enemy man-losses do not 
run to five figures. 

King Emmanuel made good his promise 
to hand over his powers to the Crown 
Prince as soon as the Nazis were driven out 
of Rome. He remains head of the House 


of Savoy and titular monarch, but Hum- 
bert will exercise the Royal prerogatives 
as Lieutenant General, The change will 
presumably consolidate the elements mak- 
ing up the coalition government, since this 
was the arrangement they demanded, and 
should rally Italian support more strongly 
to the Allies.

Ankara has relayed reports that severe 
steps have been taken by the Nazi author- 
ities in Bulgaria to put down a popular up- 
rising. The reports may be premature, but 
if so they are prophetic. Nothing is much 
more likely to happen than that the Bul- 
garians will revolt, or try to, and that Hit- 
ler and Himmler will exhaust their 
repertoire of savagery to crush the move- 
ment and keep control.

But they are losing 
ground, have been turned out of successive 
lines of defence, and are in some danger of 
being trapped in large numbers. The effect 
on German morale, whether great or small, 
cannot be other than bad.

Energy Needed, Not Palliatives

On June ist Miss Frances Per- 
kins launched before the conven- 
tion of the International Lady Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union in Boston, an 
eighteen point program for post- 
war economic rehabilitation. This 
program is largely concerned with 
a return to normalcy in industrial 
life. Working ~— 
hours are again }. 
to be reduced in 
order to “spread” 
work; youth is to 
be educated or 
trained up to the 
age of twenty; 
women who do §% 
not have to work 
are to be retired 
from industry; 


there is to be Dorothy 
a resettlement Thompson 
movement on the land; public 


works are to be undertaken in 
localities where there are pools of 
unemployed; social security is to 
be extended, 

This is all well and good. But it 
is utterly inadequate. It presumes 
a return of the thirties, and offers 
approximately the same program 
for dealing with a new depression, 
It assumes that there will be much 
more available labor than conceiv- 
able work. It conceives again, of 
public works, not a enterprises to 
be undertaken for the reconstruc- 
tion and beautifying of the United 
States, bu tas a type of relief. It 
introduces not a single new note. 
It is a trade-union bureaucrat's and 
social worker's scheme,

What this country must do, if it is 
to survive as the centre of man’s 
hopes, is to rekindle the spirit of 
enterprise—social and individual. 
What we need is not a collection 
of palliatives to patch up the soft, 
spots, but a re-awakening of the 
pioneering spirit. We need public 
works not because there are un- 
employed men, but because it is a 
crying shame to allow our soil to 
deteriorate, our forests to be de- 
stroyed, and our people to live in 
slums in unsightly towns and un- 
sprightly countrysides. We need to 


improve our education not in order 
to keep youth idle until they are 
mature, but in order to make more 
intelligent, competent, healthy, and 
noble men and women, Thousands 


of women, now working in war! 


plants need to go home not in order 
to relieve the labor market, but in 
order properly to care for their 
homes and children. And manu- 
facturers do not need to be en- 
couraged to promote the sale of 
refrigerators; they need to be 
pulled together as part of a great 
plan to expand their markets for 
everything, internally and  ex- 
ternally.

If an economy stands still it rots. 
A rotting economy cannot support 
social security. 

Reasonable hours of labor will 
come automatically where there is 
an economy making full use of its 
human material resources. If a man 
can earn enough in thirty or forty 
hours to support himself and his 
family according to acceptable 
standards, he won't slave for sixty. 

In an expanding economy the re- 
duction of hours of labor is made 
to pravent exploitation. When hours 
are reduced merely for the sake of 
spreading work, we have before us 
the symptom of a disease. 

* * * 

There is enough to do, in Ameri- 
ca and in the world, to keep every- 
body busy for a long time to come. 
There are international problems, 
crying for Americancollaboration in 
their creative solution. On a little 
sub-peninsula of Asia, called west- 
ern Europe, there are crowded as 
many people as in the Soviet Union, 
the United States, and the entire 
British commonwealth, all takén to- 
gether. No wonder that this area 
is imperialistic without and canni- 
balistic within, Millions of Euro- 
peans want to emigrate. Elsewhere 
there are countries empty of popu- 


lation, defenseless and dependent | 


because of it. In the 19th century 
the development of the Unted 


States was the salvation of Europe | 


and a huge contribution to world 
peace. In the twentieth century 


there is a challenge to create new 
civilizations, and expand and de- 
velop the existing ones. What has 
happened to the human niitiative 
that answers such a challenge by 
the question, “where will we get 
the money?” From where did the 
money come to develop the United 
States—which in a Imindred years 
became such a source of wealth that 
the problem is one of finding in- 
vestments for its surpluses? 

Internally, we need but decide 
what it is that we need and want, 
as citizens and as individuals, make 
ourselves some comprehensive 
plans village by village, town by 
town, countryside by countryside, 
and go to work and produce it. We 
can do it inside the private enter- 
prise system and only inside it, but 
we cannot do it without a vision, 
without ideas, and without com- 
monly accented purposes.

I hear from those who ought to 
know best that the C.C.F. will win 
the provincial election in Saskatche- 
wan on June 15, . 

It will be a fine thing for Can- 
ada if this is so. Among many other 
reasons that will also be an excel- 
lent thing for the C.C.F, 

There are many explanations for 
the fact that the C.C.F. is likely to 
attain outright political power first 
in the mid-prairie province, where 
the socialist-ward policies of the 
C.C.F. will be most difficult to ap- 
ply. Indeed, some of the more 
Machiavellian of the eastern Tory 
advisers, like Lou Golden of To- 
ronto, are advising the Progressive- 
Conservatives to pull their punches 
in the Saskatchewan election, so 
that the C.C.F, may win easier and 
thus be earlier discredited. 

There are two things wrong with 
Lou’s reasoning. First, the Progres- 
sive-Conservatives have no punch 
either to pull or let fly, in Saskat- 
chewan. Secondly, the C.C.F, will 
not necessarily be discredited in; 
Saskatchewan if victorious, On the} 
contrary Saskatchewan could give 
an alert C.C.F, government a fine 
opportunity to render great service 
to the people, and to demonstrate 
its own capacity to all Canada,

Those who hope for the C.C.F.! 
to win victory in the western pro-| 
vinces only to discredit itself are) 
unaware of the true nature of the! 
C.C.F, and of the opportunity for 
service in the provincial field. 

It is true that the C.C.F, cannot 
apply socialism in the provincial} 
field—but that eriticism is largely 
academic anyway. The C.C.F. is not 
a true socialist party, but rather 
what its cumbersome but precise 
name implies, one advocating the 
institution in Canada of a co-oper- 
ative commonwealth, In, terms of 
practical economics, that means a 
party promoting a social system 
more like what they had in Den- 
mark than in the Soviet Union be- 
fore this war. 

Anyone who thinks there is no 


room in Canada for progressive 
social legislation in the provincial 
field should study the B.N.A. act. 
A book called “The Constitution of 
Canada,” by 
sets forth the powers of the prov- 


ince better than I have ever seen) 


them described. He shows that the 
British parliament is in a totally 
different position from the U.S. 
congress. The latter is defniitely 
limited by the constitution, But the 
British parliament can do anything 
that is physically possible. As Judge 


Riddell put it, it can hang a man; 


for any cause, or no cause at all. 
It can put a live man to death. It 
cannot bring a dead man alive, But 
it can declare one alive for legal 
purposes, 

If the British Houses of Parlia- 


ment ever took it into their heads| 


to go communist overnight, there is 
no constitutional obstacle which 
they could not theoretically over- 
come by the simple act of voting. 
In Canada the Dominion parliament 
and the provincial legislatures 
divide between them all the pow- 
ers possessed by the British Parlia- 
ment. 
* * * 

The most important part of the 
C.C.F. program lies in the national 
field. It cannot even begin to apply 
that till it wins a clear majority in 
a federal election and makes the 
financial structure the servant and 
not the master of the whole econ- 
omy. What can be attempted in the 
provincial fields is therefore strict- 
ly limited because no large scale 
new ventures can be undertaken 
without money, and that the powers 
which control the money will force 
the C.C:F. or any other progressive 
government to mee their terms be- 
fore turning on the tap. 

But the C.C.F. could make very 
far-reaching changes in education, 
labor laws, health, and in the retail 
sale of such things as milk, gaso- 
line and electric power. 

* * * 

There is one usually neglected 
power which the C.C.F. could use 
in Saskatchewan. That is the power 
of investigation, of exposure of facts 
by Royal Commission, and so on.

One of the little-noted but funda- 
mental economic decisions of our 
time is that the vast, neglected 
continent of South America must 
be industrialized. To this decision 
the government and business lead- 
ers of the United States have fully 
subscribed and they are preparing 
to carry it out after the war. Now 
Canada is invited to take its part 
|in the Inter-American Development 
Commissions, which will work for 
|the development 
the creation of markets throughout 
South America, Canada cannot af- 
ford to reject the invitation. 

Until recent times the accepted 
theory of United States business 
was that the development of indus- 
try in foreign countries would not 
aid “but 
business. If foreigners produced 
the goods that the United States 
produced then, it was argued, for- 
eign countries would reduce their 
imports from American factories, 
The same theory was generally ac- 
cepted also in Canada and in most 
large exporting countries. 

The fallacy of this reasoning has 
long been clear to economists, is 
demonstrated by actual experience 
and confirmed beyond doubt by 
the figures of world trade. These 
show that industrialized countries 
are the heaviest importers of goods. 
Even though they make more goods 
themselves than they could make 
before they were 


they can make. The living standard 
of their people rises with increased 
production at home, their purchas- 
ing power increases and their peo- 
ple demand and can afford foreign 
goods, That is why the greatest 
volume of trade in the world moves 
between industrialized countries— 
across the Canadian-United States 
border, for example. 

At a recent conference between 
business leaders from 21 South 
American nations and from the 
United States, held in New York, 
these facts were frankly recognized. 
Not only businessmen from the 
United States but officials of the 
Washington government declared 
that the industrialization of South 
America would open huge new 
markets for American goods.

The decision or the United 
States to aid South America in its! 
industrial development, rather 
than to regard it as a backward 
area to be exploited as a cheap 
and easy market, will rapidly alter 
the trade currents of the western 
hemisphere, South America is one| 
of the richest areas in natural re-| 
sources in the world and it can 
become one of the largest markets| 
in the world. Of this market Can- 
ada can hope to secure a substan- 
tial share. if it participates in the 
development of South America’s 
purchasing power, if it vigorously | 
presses the sale of its goods, and 
if it is willing to accept payment, 
at least to a large extent, in South 
American goods, 

It is vital that our government, | 
businessmen and labor leaders 
should hold always in mind the 
basic facts of Canada’s economy— 
facts which will not change what- 
ever form of government we estab- 
| lish, Our prosperity is built on a! 
relatively few exports from a 
relatively few  highly-specialized 
| industries. We have created the! 
{second highest living standard in! 
the world by developing our pe- 
culiar resources, which are limited

At Te- 
heran, Stalin was with Roosevelt as 
Chiang Kai-Shek had been at Cairo, 
It must always be remembered, 
however, that what Stalin wants 
above everything else is a peaceful, 
orderly world in which Russia can 
be rebuilt. 

Uncle Joe might decide that there 
would be less confusion if every. 
thing was put back—for the time 
being, anyway—as it was before 
1939. Therein, his views might co- 
incide with Churchill's, 

The British aristocrat and the 
Georgian peasant’s son have had 
at least one major row—at the time 
Churchill visited Moscow in 1942, 
But they are both supremely re- 
alistic and they both know what 
they want.

Roughly, 75 per cent. of our ex- 
ports go to the United States and 
Britain, but these are not sufficient 
to maintain our economy. It is the 
remaining 25 per cent. of our exe 
ports which spell the difference be- 
tween prosperity and depression in 
Canada, the difference between full 
employment and unemployment, 
The 25 per cent. is, in fact the jam 
on our bread. 

* * * 

These vital exports go to coun- 
tries all over the world and each 
item is relatively small. If we could 
increase the existing exports to 
each of our small customers the total 
difference would be enormous and 
would assure the prosperity of our 
great industries. Indeed, to main- 
tain anything like our present ware 
time standard of living and eme 
ployment, to cushion the readjust- 
ments of peace, we musi expand 
these markets, since many of the 
artificial markets of wartime, as 
the government has lately warned 
us, will disappear. 

South America offers us great 
opportunities of trade. In 1939 we 
exported only $16 million dollars 
worth of goods to that continent, 
only 18 per cent. of our total ex- 
ports, and we imported from it $21 
millions, Our sales to South Amer- 
ica were roughly a third of our 
exports to the continent of Europe, 
which totalled $59.9 millions in that 
year. Obviously if the total im- 
ports of South America can be 
raised even by a small fraction, 
and the purchasing power of its 
people increased by a few dollars a 
month per capita, we can hope to 
sell there many times our former 
exports, 

Canada should certainly accept

Whether or not Canadian pro- 
ducers should seriously consider 
putting a brake on livestock pro- 
duction was a point raised by J. 
G. Davidson, Ottawa, Dominion 
feeds administrator, in Edmonton | 
Wednesday. in addressing the 
annual convention of the Alberta 
division, Canadian Feed Manu- 
facturers’ Association, 

In the last 12 months cereal re- 
serves in Canada had been greatly 
reduced, and the more European) 
| territory the Allies take over the 
| more rapidly the world food supply 
problem will change. Starving peo- 
ple can be fed more directly and 
quicker with grains than meats, he 
said. 

Canada might conceivably reach 
the place where it had insufficient 
grains to feed the tremendously 
increased livestock population with 
conditions changing so rapidly. 


SOME DEFICIENT 
“Surprising as it may seem, al- 
though probably some in the grain 
trade may not agree with n.e, there | 
are some feed deficient areas in Al- 
berta,” said Mr, Davidson. 
The estimates of available barley 
been dractically reduced to 
where some feed manufacturers 
and handlers’ said they could not 
obtain-it. Shipment of barley out of 
Alberta might have to be stopped. 
Across Canada crop prospects 
were bright at present and this, 
if materialized, would greatly re- 
duce shipments of feed to East- 
ern Canada in future. 
R. M. Bryan, Vancouver, di- 
rector feed administration, western 
region, urged Alberta feed manu- 
facturers to accept what they will 
require in the way of fishmeal 
when production is resumed next 
month. He said that at the moment 
there was “an apparent surplus” of 
oilcake meal at the west coast, also 
of feeds containing less protein, 
such as coppra meal and dried 
brewers’ grains, 


CAN HELP 

Prof. J, W. G. MacEwan, depart- 
ment of animal husbandry, Uni- | 
versity of Saskatchewan, said feed 
manufacturers can render agricul: 
ture a tremendous service in the 
realm of protein concentrates.

wish to correct the condition in 
children, Few adults would be af- 
fected with this deformity if the 
knowledge of preventing it had 
been widely known when they were 
infants. It is sad, indeed, that bow- 
legs are allowed to develop because 
the cure, easy in babies becomes 
increasingly difficult as the bones 
harden during maturity. 

Most babies are born somewhat 
bow-legged because of the confined 
pre-birth position, but the legs 
should readily straighten until 
there is no noticeable bow at the 
age of two years, The development 
of normally shaped limbs takes 
place in practically every  in- 
stance if the baby is properly fed. 
In the comparatively few cases of 
congenital deformities or contrac- 
ture due to infantile paralysis, 
physical treatment or the wearing 
of braces may be needed at least 
for a time. 

Most cases of bow-legs, however, 
are due to prolonged malnutrition 
or the deficiency disease, rickets, 
These conditions are readily cor- 
rected during infancy or early 
childhood by the use of a correctly 
balanced diet, though, after the 
bones have reached their 


improvement. Most cases of bow- 
legs are caused by the baby’s diet 
containing starches. It should be 
remembered that babies require no 
starchy food and that wholesome | 
milk with the addition of orange 
or tomato juice supplies all of their, 


full | 
growth, there is little probability of | 


)requirements. If the mother notices 
that the child's legs are bowed | 
enough to be alarming, she may be 
able to correct the deformity by giv- 
ing the baby sunbaths which en- 
able it to use the bone-building 
calcium that it obtains in its food, 
Some times the diet contains plenty 
of calcium, but through a lack of 
vitamin D the child is unable to 
make use of it. This condition is 
corrected either by the use of sun- 
baths or by the addition of vitamin 
D to the diet. 

In adults the trouble is less read- 
ily corrected and in some cases 
treatment proves useless. However, | 
as the principal bend is around the 
knee joint, the use of the deep 
knee bend may be of value. This} 
exercise should be used for fifteen| 
or twenty minutes a day and it will 
gradually assist the bend in be- 
coming more normal. If arthritis is 
present, the exercise should not 
be used. Bends in the calf of the 
leg, though not correctable, can be | 
made less noticeable by developing 
the muscles in the inner side of 
the calf, and bends in the thigh 
can be made less noticeable by de- 
veloping the muscles in the inner 
side between the knee and the} 
groin, Long walks and, in fact any 
exercise which develops the muscles 
of the legs is of value. The special | 
exercise of raising alternately on 
the toe and heel has proved bene- 
ficial in many cases under my ob- 
servation, This exercise is  per- 
formed while standing on one foot,

TORONTO, June 8.—Payments 
to Canadian life insurance policy- 
holders and their beneficiaries in 
1942 amounted to $147 million,
